The  Big  Red’s 
championship  run 
began  on  October

Tornadoes.  A loss 
would  potentially 
eliminate  MBA  from 
playoff  contention. 
The  Big  Red  came  out  strong  on  defense 
and  took  a 14-7  lead  at  the  half.  The 
seniors  led  the  way  in  the  second  half,  as 
MBA 
outscored 
McCallie  27-6. 
Defensive  end 
Hunter 
Hillcnmcyer 
blocked  a punt 
to  shift  the 
momentum.

The  MBA  cross  country  team 
began  the  season  with  one  goal  in 
mind:  to  repeat  as  state.  Returning 
four  of  last  year’s  top  seven — senior 
David  Dean  (last 
year’s  state 
runner-up), 
junior  William 
Lea  (seventh  in 
state  last  year), 
senior  Adrian 
Cameron  (eighth 
in  state  last 
year),  and  senior 
Hunter  Vemer 
(seventeenth  in 
state  last  year) — 
and  gaining  four 
outstanding  new 
runners — senior 
J.R.  Rudolph, 
sophomore 
Phillip  Simpson, 
and  freshmen 
Brandon  Booth 

and  Morgan  Miller — the  team  had  a 
good  chance  of  reaching  its  goal. 

The  season  began  with  a practice 
meet.  The  Drake  Invitational,  which 
the  team  easily  won.  Two  weeks  later, 
the  team  finished  fifth  in  The  Tennessee 
Classic.  The  next  week,  at  the  A.F. 
Bridges  meet,  the  largest  cross  country 
meet  in  TSSAA  history,  the  team 
finished  third,  losing  to  its  biggest 
competitor,  Baylor,  by  sixty-two 
points.  The  team  trained  harder  after 
this  upset,  and  the  next  week,  in 
Lexington,  the  team  triumphantly 


brought  home  four  varsity  top  twenty 
t-shirts,  seven  junior-varsity  top 
twenty  t-shirts,  a second-place  varsity 
trophy,  and  a first-place  junior-varsity 
trophy. 

On  October  22, 
the  cross  country  team 
competed  in  the  first  of 
three  meets  leading  up 
to  the  state  champion- 
ship. the  Metro  Cham- 
pionship. The  team 
won  this  meet  with 
David  Dean  finishing 
first,  William  Lea 
finishing  second,  and 
Adrian  Cameron 
finishing  sixth. 

On  Thursday. 
October  29.  at  10:30 
A.M.,  the  varsity 
competed  in  the 
Division  II  Regional 
Championship.

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Construction

I recently  had  the  privilege  of 
taking  a tour  of  the  construction  site  out 
front  with  Mr.  Hinton,  who  is  our  chief 
architect,  and  Mr.  Oioia.  The  tour  lasted 
for  close  to  an  hour,  and  I was  able  to 
view  parts  of  the  site  that  are  completely 
off-limits  to  most  students.  Although  it 
was  a little  boring  at  first,  the  tour 
proved  to  be  fascinating. 

The  first  thing  I learned  was  that 
MBA’s  campus  is  situated  on  some  of  the 
most  unstable  ground  in  Middle  Tennes- 
see. Some  of  you  might  have  noticed  the 
decimation  taking  place  on  what  used  to 
be  the  front  lawn.  The  intense  digging 
and  blasting  that  took  place  earlier  this 
year  was  necessary  because  of  witches’ 
brew  of  giant  boulders  and  soil  on  our 
campus.  Some  very  complex  and 
advanced  construction  methods  must  be 
used  to  prevent  the  new  building  from 
collapsing.  Essentially,  the  builders  had 
to  dig  about  twenty  feet  down  to  reach 
solid  rock.  On  this  rock  they  have  built 
huge  pillars  of  concrete  reinforced  with 
steel  beams  to  hold  up  the  new  buildings.

huge  “tinker-toys,”  the  new  science 


center  will  be  state-of-the-art.  In 
addition  to  the  construction  of  several 
new  classrooms,  there  will  be  a 1 50-seat 
lecture  hall  and  a large  meeting  room 


with  a birds-eye  view  of  the  campus  in 
the  science  center.  The  odd  looking 
square  structure  on 
top  of  what  appears  to 
be  the  entrance  to  the 
building  is  the  place 
where  the  new 
meeting  room  will  be 
constructed.  The 
odd-looking  steel 
triangles,  jutting  off 
the  steel  girders,  will 
support  huge  bay 
w indows  that  will  be 
incorporated  into 
every  classroom. 

Upon  the  round, 
detached-looking 
section  of  the  founda- 
tion will  be  situated 
the  new'  lecture  hall. 

The  addition  to 
the  Massey  Building 
will  be  done  in  a 
“block-construction”  style.  Basically, 
this  means  that  the  addition  will  be  done 
less  expensively  and  more  quickly  than 
the  new  science  facility.  The  addition  to 
Massey  includes  a new  meeting  hall. 


several  additional  classrooms,  and  a new 
facade  facing  Harding  Road.  A new 
entrance  to  the  school  will  also  be  built 
so  that  one  can  enter  the  school  from  the 
Harding  Road-  Cherokee  Road  intersec- 
tion. 

During  the  tour,  Mr.  Gioia  excit- 
edly pointed  out  the  additions  to  our 
campus  and  outlined  his  broad  new  vision 
for  MBA.  He  sees  MBA  expanding  in  all 
directions:  among  these  projected  goals 
are  the  acquisition  of  all  the  properties  on 
Brighton  Ave.  as  well  as  the  Vine  Street 
Christian  Church  in  order  to  build  new 
athletic  facilities.  One  could  sec  the 
glimmer  of  inspiration  in  Mr.  Gioia’s  eyes 
as  he  looked  out  over  the  campus  with  a 
bold  new  view  of  the  future  in  mind.  I 
heard  voiced  among  the  students  taking 
the  tour  with  me,  however,  a few 
reservations  about  the  whole  project.  “I 
would  just  like  to  keep  things  the  way 
they  are,”  said  Hunter  Hillenmeyer.  I 
would  agree  with  Hunter,  but  anyone 
who  takes  a science  class  in  a dungeon 
under  the  gym  knows  MBA  needs  more 
space.  I only  hope  we  can  preserve  the 
character  of  the  campus  in  our  present 
and  future  expansions.

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Fitness  Test  Helps  to 
Monitor  Students’  Health 


But  when  I say  I have  no  secrets,  I only 


Dear  Editor, 

We  arc  responding  to  the  anony- 
mous comments  concerning  the  fitness 
evaluation  program  at  MBA.  There  were 
several  issues  discussed,  questions  asked, 
and  misconceptions  stated  as  facts. 

Because  one  does  not  understand 
electrical  generators  and  complicated 
electrical  circuitry 
does  not  keep  one 
from  benefiting 
from  electric  light 
bulbs  anymore  than 
one  not  knowing 
what  a bench  press 
is  to  benefit  from  a 
good  aerobically 
sound  exercise 
program.  The  pre- 
registration 
physical  is  a 
wonderful  tool  to 
diagnose  heart, 
blood,  or  other 
physical  problems. 

However,  it 
is  not  within  the 
scope  of  the  physical  to  describe  an 
exercise  program  that  w ill  aid  in  one's 
physical  conditioning  that  enhances  all 
aspects  of  living.  Because  body  size  and 
type  is  genetically  related,  a student  may 
have  a very  low  percentage  of  body  fat 
and  not  be  aerobically  sound.  Finally,  as 
the  writer  stated,  a number  of  MBA 
students  are  “unaware  of  exercises  and 
other  ways  to  stay  fit.” 

Consequently,  the  new  and 
improved  1998-1999  version  of  the  MBA 
Fitness  Evaluation  will  serve  a dual 
purpose  as:  1 . A complete  evaluation  of 
one"  fitness  and  2.  A prescription  of 
exercises  for  healthy  living. 

This  year’s  evaluation  includes 


upper  body  strength  and  endurance 
testing.  Another  part  will  test  resting 
heart  and  blood  pressure  rates.  A three 
minute  step  test  and  a mile  run  will  be 
used  in  the  diagnosis.  Finally,  a flexibility 
test  and  a percentage  body  fat  assessment 
will  be  administered.  This  battery  of  tests 
will  be  more  comprehensive,  and, 

consequently,  will 
allow  us  to  pre- 
scribe an  exercise 
program,  unique  for 
each  student. 

We  want  all 
MBA  students  to 
participate  enthusi- 
astically. This 
evaluation  could  be 
a lifesaver.  At  the 
very  least,  it  could 
affirm  that  your 
current  exercise 
program  is  adequate 
for  a boy  your  age. 

Aging  is  a 
difficult  process  if 
one  is  not  physically 
sound  and  aerobically  ready.  The  test  is 
for  your  health  benefits  and  is  not 
designed  to  cause  any  consternation. 

Fitness  testing  began  in  September, 
and  Coach  Redmond  anticipates  complet- 
ing the  evaluations  by  the  winter  break. 

Again,  we  want  to  enhance  your 
days  at  MBA  and.  more  importantly,  your 
many  days  after  MBA.

Has  anyone  ever  asked  you  a 
question  you  refused  to  answer  on  the 
basis  that  is  was  “none  of  their  business"? 
How  many  times  a day  do  you  lie  without 
thinking  twice  about  it,  just  because  you 
afraid  of  being  ostracized  or  misjudged? 
More  than  you  realize  most  likely.  But 
have  you  ever  thought  about  what  would 
happen  if  you  weren't  ashamed  of  certain 
aspects  of  your  life,  or  if  you  had 
absolutely  no  qualms  about  releasing 
personal  information? 

It  has  become  quite  apparent  to  me 
that  certain  subjects  have  become 
somewhat  taboo  in  our  society.  People 
consider  it  uncouth  to  ask  about  one’s 
financial  status,  one’s  love  life,  etc.,  but 
w hat  reason  would  one  have  to  hold  back 
such  information?  Embarrassment  is  a 
symptom  of  children.  Must  people  be  so 
insecure  with  themselves  as  to  refuse  to 
tell  a questioner  how  much  money  they 
make?  The  difference  to  you  is  insignifi- 
cant. 

I have  heard  that  some  people  do 
not  like  to  give  out  personal  information 
because  it  encourages  quick,  inaccurate 
judgements.  If  somebody  wants  to  judge 
you,  however,  they’re  going  to  do  it  with 
or  without  the  information  you  give 
them,  and  the  more  information  you  do 
give,  the  more  accurate  the  judgements 
will  be.  And  isn't  fear  of  being  judged 
somewhat  shallow  in  itself?  Perhaps 
not — it’s  only  a matter  of  perspective — 
but  either  way,  the  logical  choice  would 
be  to  hide  nothing  (provided,  of  course, 
that  you’ve  committed  to  serious  crimes 
or  whatnot.) 

As  for  myself,  I have  no  secrets. 


mean  secrets  concerning  myself.  In  other 
words,  I do  not  tell  others  information 
which  I’ve  been  requested  to  keep  under 
wraps.  To  do  so  would  be  a violation  of 
that  person’s  privacy,  which  he/she  has 
not  authorized  me  to  share.  Justification 
for  such  an  act  does  exist,  but  not 
universal  justification,  and  so  I do  not 
advocate  it. 

Before  you  shrug  off  my  sugges- 
tion. I urge  you  to  imagine  a world 
without  personal  secrecy.  No  longer 
would  it  be  necessary  to  hide  those  things 
of  which  society  and  time  have  made  us 
ashamed.

I thought  the 
show  was  in  line 
with  intelligence 
sopping  Baywatch 
and  shows  of  that 
sort.

The 
sexual  impulse  of  a vampire  and  uncon- 
trollable change  of  a werewolf  all  parallel 
the  troubles  of  a teenage  life.  In  effect. 


Butty's  unrelenting  battle  against  the 
dark  forces  is  no  more  than  an  everyday 
battle  of  adolescent  angst.  The  meta- 
phoric conflict  is  so  well 
mixed  with  the 
cartoonist)  fights 
scenes  and  trite  plots 
that  the  final  product 
is  so  potent  as  to 
have  something  for 
everyone.  The  show 
is  a veritable  cornu- 
copia of  intellectual 
gems.  Unlike  its  WB 
sister  shows, 

Dawson’s  Creek  and 
Seventh  Heaven. 

Butty  the  Vampire  Slayer  does  not  over- 
dramatize and  soap-ify  teen  living. 

While  Willow,  Xander.  Oz,  and  even 
Butty  may  not  be  the  average  teen,  their 
trials  and  tribulations  are  universal.  With 
some  help  from  the  funny,  punny, 
wisecracking,  back-handed  comment, 
this  show  is  quite  enjoyable.
